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REMARKS 

The Examiner has imposed a restriction requirement on the pending claims, and requests 
election of one of the following groups: 

I. Claims 1-34, drawn to a method for protecting epithelial tissue during 
photodynamic therapy, classified in class 514, subclass 410. 

II. Claims 35-39, drawn to a device for protecting non-targeted epithelial tissue, 
classified in class 514, subclass 410. 

III. Claims 41-43, drawn to a composition for use during photodynamic therapy, 
classified in class 514, subclass 410. 

Applicants elect Group I, corresponding to claims 1-34 without traverse, reserving the 
right to file divisional applications related to the remaining two groups. Accordingly, claims 35- 
43 are canceled without prejudice. 

Furthermore, with regard to the species election, Applicants elect the following: 

Species A: aminolevulinic acid as a single pre-pho to sensitizing agent 

Species B: 4-dioxoheptanoic acid as a single chemical inhibitor 

Species C: aminolevulinic acid and 4-dioxoheptanoic acid as a specific combination of pre- 
photosensitizing agent and chemical inhibitor. 

The election of species reads on claims 1-34.
